He was reported to have 
said th e m easure would expedite 
assistance to great Britain and in­ 
crease th e capacity of American 
industry to produce w ar m ateri­ 
als. 
Crisis In Far East 
In addition, 
informed 
sources 
quoted Marshall as saying the sit­ 
uation in the F a r E ast was “ seri­ 
ous,” aud that the Pacific fleet 
would he reinforced with an u n ­ 
specified 
n um be r 
of 
up-to-date 
planes. 
Committee mem bers said 
lie also assured th em there was no 
intention to “ strip” America of 
defense m aterials thro u g h the aid- 
to-Britain program.

Right now, Reynolds said, the 
ratio n is “ perilously, dangerously 
close to war.” 
He acknowledged 
a controversy existed as to w h eth ­ 
er the pending hill would take th e 
nation closer to war.

side was right, but had his opin­ 
ion . 
War, he asserted, would lead to 
eventual “ chaos” in this country. 
“ In conclusion, I w ant to state 
that I am not opposed to giving 
aid to England as is provided u n ­ 
der existing statutes. 
However, 
I am bitterly opposed to any s u b ­ 
terfuge or th e circumventing of 
th e present statutes by any type 
of legislation such as this which 
we are now' being called upon to 
vote on.”
